The cel- 
ery to be destroyed shall be of 

* the same type, varioty, quality 
and age, and in the same block, 
as that harvested. The destruc- 
tion must take place during the 
day in which the balance is 
shipped. 

“The Florida Vegetable Com- 
mittee is asked to furnish field 
dreporters to. provide the divi- 
sion with the necessary facts, 

“Provided, however, that this 
program is not recommended 
unless the growers of 90 per cent 
of all acreage planted before 
December 1, 1945, signify in 
writing to the celery division, 
Florida Vegetable Committee, 
their intention to comply. 

“The division will re-assem- 
ble on February 7 at such hour 
and place as the chairman may 
direct.”
